So many o 
pe“ build themselves round well-remem- 

ed lines and phrases that it is impos- 
sible to read the i 
attentiowt continually — by i 
literary echoes, and one can think of Mr. 
Wolfe but as remembering, however bean- 
tifully, the beautiful work of others. The 
leasure that the reader will derive from 
{r. Wolfe’s grace and skill will not com- 
pensate him—if he be one of the poet’s 
admirers—for a paucity of ideas. There is, 
for instance, an epigram here on Plato :— 

‘* When Plato CA into his bark 

Charon in sudden terror cried : 

“ Torch-bearer, give me back the dark, 

Or take the helm yourself '—and died.'' 
of which it must be said that it is poetry 
in vacuo—a literary trick. 

A large proportion of these poems is in 
the sonnet form, and one would think that 
the poet could not have chosen a better 
field for his struggle towards “ form’s un- 
compromising rectitude.’’ Let us risk a 
charge of pedantry by saying at once that 
the sonnet will not allow the liberties 
which Mr. Wolfe frequently takes with it. 
At the beginning of the book he adopts the 
most chaotic rhyme-schemes, his asson- 
antal rhymes are not always successful if 
so precise a medium, and there are occa- 
sional lines where he has failed to judge 
the limit of incongruity that the ear will 
allow. What-can we say of “ drifted ” and 
‘‘ trembled ”’ and a line like 

““ And the heart by that leaf-cadence 

pensively wrung ?’”’ 

Criticism of a book where there is so 
much that is beautiful would be an im- 
pertinence, if it were not that Mr. Wolfe 
has made an important place for himself in 
the poetry. of ideas. ‘‘ Snow” must be 
looked on as an interlude where the poet’s 
individuality and his uncompromising 
hatred of uncomeliness in the world have 
been diverted momentarily to a graceful 
nimbleness by the easy hunger of beauty.

HE muse of the really modern poet is 
inspired by strange things—by a 
Black Maria, a ‘‘ puckered doughnut,’’ or 
some “‘ fat-framed slabs of pinkish salted 
pig.” Strange though it may seem, the 
muse really is inspired, and really sings. 

The writer of these verses never descends 
to the mere clap-trap of some of the so- 
called poets of these times, but he is far 
happier when he turns from the subjects, 
about which they love to write, and goes 
back to the “ stream of lovely things ” 
that inspired the poets of long ago. There 
is something forced about his “ modern ”’ 
verse that is entirely lacking in his poetry, 
and this speaks well for him. 

Two quotations from the book will prove 
this better than an outsider can hope to 
prove it. The first is taken from ‘ The 
Hampstead Eclipse ’’ ; the second from the 
sonnet “ Knockmaroon.”’ 

‘“‘ Tang, honk, .tang, tang, Chaxon Clarlston 
A tattered cap 
Sips copper pap. 
The engines grind, 
The mud sings. 
Tang; honk; tang tang; Chaxon ClarIston.’ 

The sonnte, however, takes a different 
note. 

‘“* Fair Izod’s chapel sings of distant sails ; 
The rolling hedges trace a bursting dream. 
The leafy fountains fall; the eye must drink.”’ 

This book presents a strange mixture of 
the ancient and the modern; and the 
modern comes off second best. 
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CLOTHES. 
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Clothes. By Eric Gill, 


. London: Jonathan Cape. 
10/6 net. 


HE tailor is the villain of the piece; 
for he is the cutter, the uh of 
good cloth. He forces man into a cover- 
ing which detracts from the dignity of the 
male form, and is an enemy to decency. 
Away with the tailor! 

In the background, however, lurk the 
real enemies of man’s happiness ; the in- 
dustrial system, by its elimination of the 
real enemies of man’s happiness. The in- 
turned the diversity of clothing of other 
centuries into the uniformity of to-day, 
and makes the King dress like the grocer, 
and the grocer like the clerk ; Puritanism 
has made sex indecent. What is the 
remedy? Mr. Gill looks forward to the 
time when the tunic with the girdle will 
be the normal garment, and men will 
look as beautiful as women—who have 
never been Puritans—look to-day. 

One may share neither Mr. Gill’s con- 
fidence in the speedy coming of this time 
nor his wish to see it come. Faced by the 
prospect of dressing like the figures in his 
diagrams, we may cling passionately to our 
ludicrous trouserings ; but, even if we do 
not agree with his conclusions, we may 
derive great entertainment from his 
essay.

The vote came at last, but, long before 
this victory was won, other great changes 
had occurred, The Married Women’s Pro- 
perty Act made an end to such humilia- 
tions as the incident of the pickpocket who 
was charged with “ stealing from the 
person of Millicent Fawcett a purse con- 
taining £1 18s. 6d., the property of Henry 
Faweett.’’ The opening of Girton and 
Newnham Colleges marked the admission 
of women to university education, although 
it was not, until years later that the Uni- 
versity of Dublin led the way by granting 
its degrees to women.

It deals with the last 
scene in Fotheringay Castle. In these 
last few pages we see Mary meeting her 
death fearlessly, even joyfully, as an 
escape from her long years of tribulation. 

Mr. Baring avoids all controversy. He 
makes no reference to the casket letters 
or to the many plots in which Mary was 
supposed to be involved. This book 
is to be recommended to anyone who 
wishes to yet a clear, straightforward 
picture of one of the most fascinating 
and pathetic figures in history.

POST OFFICE SAVINGS 
BANK RETURN. 


— ~-@—- — 

A return was issued yesterday of deposits 
received and paid by the Post Office Savings 
Bank of the Free State during the year ended 
lst December, 19230, and of sums received 
and paid by the Minister for Finance on 
account of the Fund for the Post Office 
Savings Bank in the year. From this it 
appears that the balance on 31st December, 
1929, was £3,163,212. 

Cash received from depositors from Ist 
January to 3lst December, 1930, was 
£1,163,538, and the balance due at the close 
of the year 1930 to all depositors ‘inclusive 
of interest to 31st December) was £3,376,383. 
Repayments during the year amounted to 
£1,027,A67. 

It appears from the report that the charges 
of management and expenses of the Post 
Office Savings Bank, from its establishment 
on Ist January, 1923, to 3lst December. 190, 
pmounted to £179,603. Similar charges for 
the year 1930 amounted to £26,661.

Some architectural symbolism seems 
simple enough ; for it is easy to associate 
soaring spires with soaring praise and 
prayer, or the grotesque grinning of a 
gargoyle gutter-spout with the ejection of 
demons.

to the passage of time and the shifting of 
sub-soil. When, however, a few days later 
I was made aware of the same phenomenon 
in the old Cathedral of St. Patrick at 
Armagh, it occurred to me to tell my guide 
of the condition of St. Nicholas’s. He then 
informed. me that this was a common 
design in the plans of old churches, and 
that the inclination of the chance] was 
definitely meant to convey the head of the 
Saviour on the Cross, inclined to one side. 


Food-Handling. 


The proposal in England for a stricter 
supervision of foodstuffs displayed for sale 
(writes a correspondent) might well be 
followed on this side of the water. It has 
become a common sight to see slabs of 
butter unprotected from dust and germs, 
loose milk covered with muslin of varying 
shades of white, and careless handling of 
eatables in general. Only the other day I 
went into a large shop for some pastry, 
but by the time when it had been me 
to me my desire for it had diminished 
considerably. The girl took the cakes from 
the window with hands of doubtful cleanli- 
ness, placed them on the dusty counter 
while she reached for a bag with a finger 
that she wetted on her lips, after which 
adding insult to injury, she opened the 
bag by blowing vigorously into it.

On the Bann. 


It is small wonder that the poets of 
Ireland have never tired of harping upon 
the theme of her waters; for, from a boat 
upon her streams and loughs, not only 
does one view the stretches of pasture, the 
copses, the nestling homesteads and the 
lines of the hills from new angles, every 
one evoking new beauties, but there, if 
anywhere, one gains an insight into the 
teeming richness of the country’s wild life 
and the denizens of river and bank. 

The other evening (writes a correspon- 
dent) I spent some hours trolling for pike 
upon the Bann near Portadown. From the 
sedgy marges rose wild duck in profusion 
of pairs, making a magical music with the 
whirring of their wings.

A pair of swans 
with their cygnets offered a study in the 
tactics of protection, sentinelling the 
reaches, dividing and making away from 
the young birds by different routes to lead 
away the intruder. They fished, too, 
themselyes; and ever and anon, like 
miniature airplanes, they taxied and lifted 
into low flight in a manner replete with 
the loveliness of motion, and suggestive of 
tremendous strength behind thy» grace. 
Snipe rose and began that flight—Qunatics 
of the air with method in their st dness. 
One jack-snipe sat immobile upon one of 
the black piles that mark the river's 
course: against fieod-time,. when boats 
might find themselves else ashore in a 
water meadow. passed him several 
times, but there he sat, as though carved 
from the. wood. .

A Rodin Exhibition. 


This week there is being held in the 
Leicester Galleries, London, what is 
described as the biggest exhibition of 
Rodin’s work, both sculptures and draw- 
ings, ever seen in London. A number of 
the master’s bronzes have not been on 
view in England before. 

Dublin is extremely fortunate in having 
some of Rodin’s most famous work in the 
Municipal Gallery of Modern Art—par- 
ticularly the now well-known “ Age of 
Bronze.'" .The sculpture gallery at 
Harcourt street was never a suitable place 
for the exhibition of sculpture, and it is 
probable that, when the new Municipal 
Gallery at Charlemont House is ready, 
the magnificent figures will be more suit- 
ably displayed. It is astonishing how 
many people who visit the Gallery in 
Harcourt street fail to inspect the 
sculptures at all. They miss some of the 
outstanding works in the entire collection. 


Sleepers. 


An old railwayman of my acquaintance 
tells me an interesting yarn about the 
introduction of the wooden railway 
sleepers,. some ninety years ago. His 
story being hearsay, I give it for what it 
is wortd. 

When the Dublin and Kingstown Rail- 
way was built, the tracks were laid on 
large stone blocks, after the prevailing 
custom. This arrangement was produc- 
tive of much noise and excessive vibra- 
tion, which the engineer, Mr. Dargan, 
vainly tried to overcome. One day, while 
walking. in the grounds of his residence 
near Dundrum he was approached by a 
local blacksmith, who begged a log of wood 
to place beneath his anvil. Questioned 
as to his need for this, tls man explained 
that the recoil of the hammer and iron 
from the anvil prevented him from giving 
full force to his blows, unless a block of 
wood was place: underneath to act as a 
shock absorber. The engineer, realising 
that here was a possible solution of his 
difficulty, quickly devised a method cf 
laying the tracks on wooden supports. 
This proved successful, and was copied 
by other railways, to become a standard 
practice to this day. To commemorate 
the means of his discovery, Mr. Dargan 
re-named his residence '“ Mount Anville.”’ 


Russian Films. 


I am told that the Soviet film industry— 
like other industries in Russia—has 
worked out a plan which provides for the 
annual production of a. given number of 
pictures at a fixed cost. With the advance 
of the Five-Year Plan costs of production 
must fall; and it is anticipated that this 
decrease will be ensured by efficient 
methods and the elimination of waste. 
Success in this industry is easier of 
achievement than in others. 

Soviet films which show present-day life 
in Russia, its people at work and at play, 
obviously could not be produced in any 
English or American velit and the cost 
of production cannot compare with the 
cost of films produced in Hollywood or 
even in Elstree, The reason is plain. 
Stars are not in fashion, and low salaries 
are the rule. Even some Soviet film 
directors actually recommend that profes- 
sional players should never be used.

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PROTECTION OF SEA 
FISHERIES. 


OFFICIAL ATTITUDE ON 
PATROL QUESTION, 


The Free State Parliamentary draughtsmen 
have in hands a bill which, in the words 
ní the Minister for Lands and Fisheries in 
presenting the vete for his Department to 
the Dail, ‘‘ deals with the whole question ot 
territorial waters.”’ Little information as 
to the scope of the measure is available, but 
it is believed that the operation of its pro- 
visions should end many of the difficulties in 
the way of protecting the sea fisheries which 
were referred to in yesterday's /rish Times, 

The attitude. of the Department on the 
question of improving the patrol service is 
that an increase of expenditure could only 
be justified by development of the national 
value of the fisheries, That attitude is 
summed up by the Minister in his recent 
statement to the House: ‘I recognise that 
the present patrol of the territorial waters 
is not all that might be desired; that when 
we have, as I anticipate we shall have very 
soon, @ fishing industry showing signs of 
rapid expansion, I can, with greater con- 
fidence, contemplate the heavy expense which 
an adequate patrol must involve. The 
existence of the Sea Fisheries Association, 
with a network of agents round the coast, 
may be an important factor in determining

GERMANY. 


MARK’S STABILITY 
ON TRIAL.

BERLIN, Thursdoy. 


HE delay in carrying out the Hoover 
tá plan, caused by France's insistence on 
political concessions, has brought with 
it all the disastrous conseguences which we 
expected. Pending what seemed an inter- 
minable period, although it was but a fort 
night, each day has brought its fresh 
calamity. All Germany is eagerly watching 
the newspapers from hour to hour for some 
gleam of hope, while over all looms the dread 
menace of a new inflation. Everywhere one 
sces little groups of anxious people standing 
in front of their closed banks, scanning th 
terse Government emergency decree. Not 
onlv are the banks affected; all Stock Ex- 
changes are closed probably till the end ol 
the week, as.well as savings banks, an‘, 
finally, the postal cheque accounts, his 
latter hits the man in the street most. The 
system was introduced to save time and 
trouble, and has been extremely popular in 
Germany since the inflatig times, as it 
enables them to transfer small sums without 
having to withdraw any actual cash. 
For this, reason, the system as 
heen encouraged by the Government. 
Nearly all the people with limited resources 
use this postal account system, and sre, 
consequently, in great embarrassment for 
ready cash during the present suspension 
of payments. The Reichsbank is the only 
bank which is open at the moment, and 
even they are only paying out 10 per cent. 
of deposits. Money exchanges, too, are 
closed even to the traveller. 


“ BLACK BOURSES.” 


A sinister shadow of the possible inflation 
is the formation, of course, in secret, of so- 
called “Black Bourses.’’ Here may be found 
dark visaged shady financiers, 
already offering 24, and even 25 marks for 
the pound. Ominous as this may seem, and 
panic-stricken as the people may be, there 
can be no doubt that the Government will 
strain every nerve to prevent a fall in the 
mark. It seems important to emphasise 
that the Government, by its drastic action 
in closing the banks, has automatically post- 
poned the payment of all debts during this 
period, so as to make a heavy run on the 
banks unnecessary. The bigger business 
men seem to have _—irealised this, 
but smaller folk—domestic servants, 
workmen. etc.—have withdrawn every 
penny they could. Responsible authorities 
are endeavouring to. point out to the latter 
that the present scarcity of money is due to 
the policy of deflation, and that, consequently, 
their fears of a new inflation are quite un- 
founded 


THE HERO’S RETURN. 


The one relief in this week of almost un- 
paralleled gloom was the return of Max 
Schmeling, holder of the world title, from 
America. All Berlin turned out to meet him 
on his arrival at Tempelhof Aerodrome, Ín- 
numerable denutations were there in true Ger- 
man style, with flowers and banners, to greet 
the returning hero. Such a reception of a 
mere boxer during some of the darkest days 
in German history would have been unthink- 
able before the war. It is only another proof 
of the speed with which the Americanisation 
of Germany is progressing. Even his mother 
must he on the spot to welcome her son back 
officially. Encircled by whirring movie men and 
forests of ‘‘ Mikes,’’ Schmeling, who seemed 
to be enjoying himself, made—as befitting a 
boxer—what must have been one of the 
world’s shortest speeches, in which he stated 
that he was feeling well, and that he was 
thankful that he need not talk about his 
fight. Among the souvenirs he proudly 
displayed were the gloves he wore on the 
occasion of his fight which were punctured 
in many places by Stribling’s teeth, and also 
an enormous sheaf of fountain pens left in 
his hands by rabid autograph-hunters, who 
were apparently only too glad to get away 
with such a comparatively trifling loss. 


WOMEN POLICE. 


Another topic of conversation which is 
engrossing many people over here is the ques- 
tion whether women are fit for serving in an 
official capacity, which has heen so tragically 
brought up dy the suicide af two Hamburg 
police-women, It appears that they found 
life impossible under their superior officer. The 
fact that this was no hysterical act is clearly 
shown by subsequent events, Not only ware 
the two young officials well known for their 
integrity and efficiency, but, as soon as their 
death was announced, every other official, 
excepting one, threatened similar measures if 
their superior should not be immediately 
transferred, This was, however, by no means 
so simple as might appear. Hamburg is one 
of the Hanseatic free cities, and has its own 
police force, so that tt is obviously much 
more difficult to effect. transferences there than 
if they had a whole country at their dis- 
posal. The investigations are still proceeding, 


A MOMENTOUS WEEK. 


It has been, indeed, a momentous week 
over here, and events are occurring with 
such rapidity that it is almost impossible to 
forecast what will be the next surprise. 
Nevertheless, it is hoped in all circles that 
the approaching visit of the British Ministers 
will resvlt in some alleviation of the present 
impossible situation.

THE SHIPYARDS. 


It is an ill wind that blows nobody good, 
and at the moment many Belfast shipyard 
workers have every reason to be thankful 
that misfortune overtook the motor ship 
Bermuda last month, when she was 
virtually gutted by fire at the port of 
Bermuda. The vessel, which was built 
by Messrs. Workman, Clark in 1927, has 
been brought back to Belfast to be com- 
pletely reconstructed—a much greater 
undertaking than at first was estimated. 

A thorough examination is being made 
of the damage, and, in addition to 
the ordinary reconstruction work, the 
machinery will be modified in order to 
increase her speed. Altogether the repair- 
ing of this fine vessel, which has a tonnage 
of over 19,000, will take from eight to ten 
months. The prospect of employment has 
raised hopes in hundreds of families, where 
any kind of labour would be only too 
acceptable. 

The great Belfast shipyards have been 
ominously silent of late, and it is to be 
hoped that the Bermuda contract is the 
forerunner of many; for the Ulster 
shipping industry has never been in such 
low water as at present. 


DON ALFONSO. 


The news that Don Alfonso, late King of 
Spain, and his Queen and family are to 
visit Ulster next month as guests of Lord 
and Lady Londonderry has caused a 
sensation here, and there is much 
speculation as to how the royal visit will 
affect Belfast.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST BETTING. 


The campaign against betting in Belfast 
is being vigorously carried on. Informa- 
tions are being sworn by reformers, with 
serious financial results to bookmakers. 
Heavy fines are being imposed, and the 
total sum gathered annually in this way 
is greater than would be received if the 
Turf agents were licensed. The amount 
gained in fines last year was over £4,000, 
and some of the “ pencillers’’ are be- 
ginning to feel the strain, Generally 
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speaking, periodical raids are made by 
the police on the bookmakers’ premises, 
and then comes, as it were, a breathing 
space; but the reformers evidently ars 
determined to see that the law 1s en- 
forced. 

To keep a betting shop open daily is 
an offence in Northern Ireland, and some 
people have made up their minds to have 
a clean slate in that respect. In Belfast. 
however, the betting craze seems to be 
increasing rather than diminishing, and 
those who wish to improve our social 
conditions are finding it a difficult jo! 
It is not really the sporting spirit that 
animates the great multitude of 
“punters” here; it is the 
chance and the excitement of an occa- 
sional win. 


THE CATTLE EMBARGO.

Pigeon’s Long Flight.

WO hundred and forty North of Ireland 
pigeons took part in the long-distance 
race of the Ulster Combine and Irish 
National Organisation from Les Sables 
d’Blonne, France, a direct air-line distance 
of 600 miles. Six birds reached home safely 
on the day of liberation, which is regarded 
as exceedingly creditable, as no other route 
provides such a severe test. The birds had 
to cross 500 miles of water, and the fact that 
six did the journey, a distance of, roughly, 
800 miles, allowing for deviations due to 
wind, in fifteen hours, at a velocity of over 
1,100 yards per minute is regarded as a 
world “ record.”

Usually a boat can ‘count-on getting some 
fish on the latter bank when a line is cast 
on it, but, on Wednesday morning, a boat, 
which went ont to fish, caught nothing. On 
reliable information it is stated that the 
catch of a trawl during the past week in- 
cluded shells from the sea bottom and a 
sand eel six inches in length. It is stated 
that the sand eel would be actually scooped 
up out of the sand of the bottom. There 
were no salmon caught by local boats on 
Tuesday night at Glengad or Malin Head.

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Lysol Poisoning Case. 


Sequel To Sworn Inquiry. 
—---o-—— 


From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
MONAGHAN, Friday. 
T the monthly meeting of the Joint 
A Asylum Committee for Monaghan and 
Cavan to-day, at which Senator Toal 
presided, the Free State Local Government 
Department forwarded the result of the recent 
sworn inquiry into the accidental poisoning 
of a patient at Monaghan Mental Hospital. 
The letter from the Department stated :— 


“I am directed by the Minister for Local | 


Government and Public Health to transmit 
herewith the report of Dr. D. L. Kelly, In- 
spector of Mental Hospitals, on the sworn in- 
quiry held by him into the circumstances 
attending the death of a patient, named 
Francis Clerkin, by lysol poisoning. 

“The Minister desires . . . to state that he 
is much concerned at the fact that consider- 
able laxity appears to exist, on the part of 
the medical staff in recard to the supervision 
of the storage and issue of medicines. For 
instance, a large quantity of crude carbolic 
acid, an exceptionally powerful poison, was 
found by the Inspector in a medicine press 
in a bottle which was not of the usual poison 
type. . The failure of the medical offices 
to take steps to secure its safe custody must 
he regarded as a grave dereliction of duty. 
Again, the lysol is issued in. unlabe'led 
hottles to the charge attendants, who keep 
it in their respective stores. The bottles are 
exactly similar to those which contain black 
draught. and in the absence of a specially 
distinctive label it would be difficult to 
identify the contents. . 

‘“The occurrence which was the subject of 
the inquiry, may he attributed to the failure 
on Attendant M‘Kenna’s part, to distinguish 
lysol from black draught. 

“The Minister concurs 
mendation of the Inspectors in regard to 
Charge Attendant Derry, that this officer 
should accordingly be reduced to the grade 
of attendant. Having regard to the fact that 
Attendant M‘Kenna has now resigned and in 
view of his previous good record, the Ministe’ 
does not propose that any action should [/y 
taken in his case. uf

Queenstown Court Sequel.

T a Special Court held by Mr. William 
A Murphy, Peace Commissioner, at 

Queenstown to-day, Alfred James 
Eddie was charged with the larceny of a 
twenty foot vawl-rigged boat, the property of 
Mr. John Kiely, Queenstown, and was re- 
manded in custody until the next sitting of 
the Queenstown District Court, to be held 
on July 23. 

It appears that Eddie had been engaged 
canvass'ng the district for orders for an 
English firm of brush manufactvrers. Busi- 
was bad, and he conceived the idea of 
going by boat along the coast to Dublin, 
where he thought business would be brisker. 
He boarded the boat at her moorings off the 
east end of Queenstown, and sailed out of 
Cork Harbour about midnight on July 5. 
He had a fairly smooth passage to Helvick 
Head, at the mouth of Dungarvan Harbour, 
Co. Waterford, where he anchored, and put 
ashore to obtain later food from some newly- 
found friends. He was unable to leave 
again the next day owing to the bad weather, 
hut resumed his voyage early on the Wednes- 
day morning, and arrived off Wexford later 
at night. 
, GROUNDED ON SAND BANK. 

In endeavouring to make the harbour he 
grounded on a sand bank, and fell asleep for 
about four hours, during which time his 
craft refloated, and he made the harbour. 
Ashore at Wexford he obtained food, spend- 
ing the last sixpence he possessed in doing 
so, and put to sea again. It was then calm. 
But a few hours later a north-westerly wind 
freshened considerably, blowing him further 
off the coast than he originally intended. 
All that day, and throughout the night, he 
endeavoured to find some sheltered cove on 
the coast in which to drop anchor, but 
failed. Eddie. who was born in Cornwall, 
had been associated with sailing craft all his 
lifetime, and was passionately fond of the 
sea. He reefed the sail, and made the craft 
as snug as possible, but even then the boat 
carried too much canvas for the prevailing 
strong winds. Although the waves were not 
so ligh or strong, cross seas were encoun- 
tered, and he was continually shipping 4 
great deal of water, and constantly resorted 
to bailing. 

WEATHERED THE STORM. 

Soaked to the skin by waves and rain, and 
with only four small buns, some sandwiches, 
and two lemonade bottles of water as pro- 
visions, he weathered the storm again through 
Friday night, at times fearing that the boat 
would sink beneath him.

The German people is proving its great- 
ness. When the banks re-opened yesterday 
after the shattering blow caused by the 
failure of the Darmstadt and National 
Bank, conditions were such that they were 
able to be reported as normal.

The International Dairy Congress had a 
very good day to-day—in fact, the best so 
far.

The first section, which gave rise to 
much discussion, related to the problems 
connected with the feeding of young stock, 
particularly dairy cows. The Danish ex- 
periments in feeding received considerable 
praise. 

Section two revealed the weaknesses of 
pasteurisation. It was generally agreed 
that it would be advisable to abandon 
pasteurisation when the milk is ecod 
enough, but at present no country had 
attained a sufficiently high standard. 

In the third section the discussion 
mainly concerned Bunger's pig-feeding ex- 
periments with whey and skimmed milk 
and the employment of the surplus milk 
for making ice cream. America uses four 
per cent. of her entire output for this 
purpose. 


The success of Germany in getting Lack 
the custom of her milk-surfeited public 
through the sale of chocolate-milk also 
came under discussion. ! 

Section four dealt mainly with the pro- 
blem of the over-production of milk and 
the lack of balancé between the supply and 
the demand.

WORST FEARS NOT 
REALISED.

BERLIN, Thursday.

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M. Laval has seen the force of these 
arguments, and the German Ambassador 
in Paris had immediately been advised 
that Dr. Briiming and Dr. Curtius were 
invited to go and have a heart-to-heart 
talk with the French statesmen. 

At a meeting of the German Cabinet the 
invitation was promptly accepted, and 
the two Ministers will leave Berlin for 
Paris to-morrow night. while the visit 
here of Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Hender- 
son has been indefinitely postponed. 

Enormous importance is attached in al! 
political quarters to this new development, 
as it is realised that upon it may hang 
the future of Franco-German relations for 
many years to come. 

It is understood that the British Cabinet 
has received advices from Paris which 
indicate that there is a great possibility 
of a satisfactory agreement being reached 
with. France on the political guarantees 
she requires in return for participation in 
international assistance to Germany, and 
these guarantees are by no means so 
alarming as has been reported in the 
German Nationalist Press.

After a series of conversations, in which 
the possible methods of assistance were 
examined and the question of guarantees was 
given due weight, the French Cabinet to-day 
decided that the resultant proposals justified 
them in inviting the German representatives 
to come to Paris for further discussion. 

Among the proposals put forward is that of 
a long-term international loan—-the amount 
suggested is £100,000,000—-which would en- 
able Germany to face her immediate 
difficulties, and: resume her normal pay- 
ments when the term of the Hoover 
Moratorium expires. The question now 
appears to be one of method, On the 
French side twaalternatives are understood to 
be in view—the one that the international 
loan should be made direct to Germany, and 
the other that it should be made through 
the mediation of a central bank; for example, 
the Bank of England. The reason for the 
latter Suggestion is that a direct loan would 
require the sanction of the French Parlia- 
ment, and would be attended by the incon- 
venience of summoning the Chamber. As for 
the question of the guarantees, the proposal 
has been put forward in somewhat vague 
terms that during the period of the loan there 
should be a general “ political moratorium '' 
to which Germany could subscribe without 
loss of dignity.

ONLY A FEW MILES 
FROM GOAL.

BUDAPEST, Thursday. . 

The two Hungarian airmen, Captain Enders 
and Lieutenant Magyar, im the aeroplane 
Justice for Hungary, made a forced land- 
ing at Biscke, a little village about 51 miles 
from here, this evening, thereby just failing 
to complete their non-stop flight here from 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland. Neither of 
the airmen was injured, but the propeller and 
one of the wings of the aeropiane were 
smashed. The landing was made owing to 
lack of fuel. ; 

Jaeutenant Magyar telephoned to the Hun- 
garian Aero Club in Budapest at 7.50 telling 
them what had happened, and giving their 
osition, and an aeroplane was sent from 
Matvasfold Aerodrome, the aerodrome cf 
Budapest, to pick up the stranded fliers and 
bring them to Budapest, where crowds had 
been awaiting their arrival. The Hungarian 
Cabinet was sitting when the news of the 
arrival was received in the city. The meeting 
was hasfilvy brought to an end, and all the 
Ministers drove in great haste to the 
Matvasfold’ Aerodrome, where the reception 
of the fliers was to take place. 

Yesterday evening ‘the two men left in their 
machine from Harbour Grace, flying into 
clouds that were said by the weather 
bureau to blacken the horizon. They carried 
sandwiches, several bars of chocolate, and 
twe quarts of black coffee and a quantity o! 
iced water. They had with them a wireless 
set. At 11 o'clock the airmen were sighted 
by the Norwegian. steamer Stavangerfiord, 
which also picked up the message—‘‘ All 
well. Had bad weather; now clear sky.” 
They were sighted over Aspern Aerodrome, 


Vienna, at 5.53. 


SIGHTED NEAR HOME, 

At 6.10 the Justice for Hungary passed 
over Pressburg, and eight minutes later it 
circled over the Hungarian town of Gyor. 
Hopes of the two airmen bringing their flight 
to a successful conclusion were intensified as 
the machine was reported sighted so near 
home, but these hopes were temporarily 
dashed when news of the forced landing was 
received.

A POSSIBILITY. 


“The Committee of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club are prepared to organise motor 
races in the Pheenix Park in 1932. provided 
they receive sufficient support from the public. 

‘Should a tund for pifes and promotion 
expenses of over £5,000 cash be received he- 
fore September 30 of this year, "Ó will 
then be taken to obtain a guarantee fund of 
£10,000 minimum. In this connection a state- 
ment will be issued showing attendance, re- 
ceipts, expenses, and weather conditions for 
the last three years’ events.” 

The above statement, which was made to 
an drish Times representative yesterday by 
Mr. M. J. White, acting secretary of the 
R.1.A.C., is the first intimation that the public 
has had regarding the possibilities of the Irish 
Grand Prix taking place mext vear. It will 
be read with a certain amount of relief by 
those members of the public who have been 
disquieted hy suggestions that, as a result of 
this year’s disastrous experience, the event 
would probably be abandoned by the club 
altogether. 

With a sum of £3,000 to be raised by 
public subscription during the next ten weeks 
as a preliminary condition to any ferther 
action, however, the prospects of a race being 
held next year cannot be described as other 
than problematical, English motorists who 
visited Dublin for the last. Grand Prix ex- 
pressed general surprise that sufficient public 
support could not’ he enlisted to make the 
race a self-supporting annual fixture, but 
people who are familiar with the position will 
realise the difficulty of the task that lies be- 
fore the club. 


PUBLIC’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The Committee’s decision is prompted by 
a determination not to ask the guarantors, 
upon whom there was an extremely heavy 
“cail” after this vear’s race, to take the risk 
of another loss, It means, in effect, that the 
general public will be given the opportunity 
of showing whether it really wishes the fixture 
to be continued or not. The fact that, 
despite the appalling weather conditions ths 
vear, it was still possible to attract a number 
of people to Pheenix Park gives the Com- 
mittee grounds for believing that there is a 
strong section of the public which would 
regret the lapse of the fixture. 


Before any attempt is made to induce 


guarantors to come forward, the Committee- 


will give them every opportunity of examinin 
the chances of the races proving a financia 
success. They will be given full information 
regarding attendances and receipts for each 
day in the previous years, as well as figures 
showing the precise amount of rainfall each 
dav, and also details of the expenses. 

The promotion expenses, which “will be 
covered by the money raised by public sub- 
scription, include the costs of . preliminary 
office work in connection with the race, and 
such items as travelling expenses for delegates 
travelling to Paris and other cities on matters 
relating to it, but does not include the cost 
of preparing the course or of stands and other 
erections in thé park,

STORY OF TRIP TO

‘Members of the crew of the Fleetwood 
steam trawler Nettle, which reached her home 
port yesterday, told a remarkable story of an 
encounter with Irish Civic Guards. While 
fishing off the Donegal coast on Sunday, they 
stated; a small boat approached containing 
three men, two women and a priest. Two of 
the men, who were wearin raincoats, 
‘scrambled aboard the trawler, ber made a few 
fr.endly inquiries as to what success the 
trawler was having. ‘‘ Our net was out at 
the time,” one of the trawlermen continued, 
“and suddenly the men unbuttoned their 
raincoats and revealed to our great surprise 
that they were Free State Civic Guards. One, 
who said he was a sergeant, told our skipper 
that we were fishing within the limits, and 
ordered him to take the trawler into Buncrana 
Harbour. 


TIRING THEM OUT. 

“The skipper was not inclined to do this,

and, for six hours, from eight o'clock on 
Sunday night until two o'clock on Monday 
morning, we did absolutely nothing; to see 
if they would get tired of us. As the time 
passed, the small boat disappeared towards 
the laud, and we thought that they would 
send the patrol steamer after us, 80 we 
decided we had better he making a move. 
The two policemen, who were still on board, 
eventually began to nod, so we hauled up 
our net and steamed gway. Both of them 
were seasick, owing to the trawler rolling, 
and they accepted our offer of food and drink. 
There was little conversation, and they 
thought that we were steaming to Buncrana, 
but really we were crossing the North 
Channel, and in the end we arrived at 
Scotland, at four o'clock on 
Monday afternoon. Here we put the police- 
men ashore, telling them to get back to 
Ireland as best they could.

The report of the 1929 Conference was sub- 
mitted to all the Dominions and approved 
by all; but, whereas the Free State proudly 
and gladly approved of it without reserve, 
in South Africa they were not quite so cer- 
tain as to what was meant, and they passed 
the resolution, with an amendment declaring 
that the adoption of the report must not be 
taken as derogating from the right of any 
member of the British Commonwealth to 
withdraw from it.

LEMASS (F.F.. Dublin 98.) had moved

the Electricity Supply Board was set up, 


the Minister, in effect, said that he washed 
his hands of it, and by that he effected two 
things—he gave something in the nature of 
& private enterprise and management to a big 
State concern, and he removed from the 
purview of the Dail the Board and its 
activities. The Board was composed of Mr 
J. Murphy, a close and lifelong friend of 
the President; Dr. McLaughlin, then in close 
association with the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce; Mr. J. C. Foley, of Cork; 
Mr. P. Egan, an ex-Parliamentary Secretary 
of Cumann na nGaedheal, a recently defeated 
candidate of that Party, and Dr. H. Ken- 
nedy, secretary of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, a brother-in-law of 
the. Minister for Agriculture. He would be 
a very clever person who could pack a Board 
which was more directly calculated to be 
in close and intimate touch with, and re- 
presentative of, the feelings of the Govern 
ment than this. : 


,.. 0N WHAT AUTHORITY. 

The Minister, continued Mr. Flinn, had pro- 
duced for them a series of items indefinite 
and aipterchangeable, and the only thing of 
interest or significance about them was that 
they did total roughly two millions of money. 
Now, in -relation to a scheme which was 
supposed to cost £2,£00,000, they had had 
added overnight a sum of £2,000,000 under 
a Whole series of headings. On what 
authority ? 

The Minister came to the..touse and put 
forward an estimate in th. name of the 
Board, which so far as he (Mr. Flinn) knew, 
the Board had not met to pass, and certainly 
could not have met to give it that considera- 
tion which was necessary. They had no date 
and no authority for that paper. The docu- 
ment was a ‘‘fake’’ on the face of it. The 
items were made to total up to an arbitrary 
figure, and there was no engineering, no 
scientific, no economic, no administrative, and 
no financial authority behind that particular 
segregation of the sum. 


AN IMPARTIAL BODY. 

The men condemned by the Minister had 
the right to go to trial—not before a party 
vote, under threat of resignation by the 
Minister, but before a competent professional 
court, capable of ascertaining the facts and 
forming sound judgment on ther. 

In connection with the impartial body which 
he advocated should be set up, Mr. Flinn said 
that they should be required to inquire into 
the actual present position of the E.S.B. in 
relation to expenditure, income, commitments, 
assets and liabilities. They should provide 
estimates of future income and expenditure 
and capital commitments required therefor. 

That body should report on the present 
rates of charge, and whether the same were 
economic, having regard to the existing com- 
mitments of the Board and the present and 
prospective demand for electricity. 

They would report on existing organisation 
and ‘staff distribution, and whether the same 
or what staff or organisation was most con- 
ducive to economic administration. 

They would report on the future lines of 
development and organisation of staff, plant 
and policy, and they would report specifically 
whether the policy of the Board up to the 
present time had been sound 

(a) in the specific use of its capital; 

(b) in the price charged for electricity for 
different classes of consumers ; 

(c) in forming an efectricity supply mono- 
poly, in generation and distribution; 

(d) whether they have been sound in not 
selling electricity in bulk to existing or new 
undertakings ; 

(e) whether they had been sound in engag- 
ing in the wiring and installation business or 
in the wholesale and retail trade. 

This concluded the debate, and the amend- 
ment by Deputy Lemass was defeated by 
seventy votes to fifty.

On the Committee stage of the Flectricity 
(Suvplv) (Amendment) Bill, 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin S.) asked 
if they could have statements from time to 
time as to how the three-quarters of a million 
provided under the bill would be disbursed. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that after about 
£750,000 was disbursed, he presumed that 
the Board would not ask for money until it 
had w programme. It would be very unde- 
sirable, if he put statements of the disburse- 
ments on the table of the House, that there 
should be a discussion every time he did so, 
and it would be only on the understanding 
that such discussions would not take place 
that he would put the statements on the 
table. ._It would be impossible to give de. 
tails of the amount required for disburse- 


ment. 

Mr. MacENTEE suggested that a general 
‘statement under two or three heads could be 
placed on the table. 

The Minister agreed to do so, and ex- 
pressed the view that eventually, after con- 
sultation with deputies, he could arrive at 
an agreed form of statement. 

On Section 4, which provides for the pay- 
ment of £2,000 to Dr. McLaughlin. 

Mr. DE VALERA asked on what basis 
that sum was fixed. 

Mr. MceGILLIGAN—A year’s salary. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the fixing of 
that sum pre-supposed a judgment by the 
Minister as to the sum that Dr, McLaughlin 
wag entitled to.

DR. McLAUGHLIN’S POSITION. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said that Dr. 

McLaughlin’s agreement was with the Execu- 
tive Council, and as that gentleman had re- 
signed he (the Minister) did not see how 
there could be any action in respect of the 
unexpired period. 
Mr. DE VALERA said that the moment 
the Minister departed from the figure for the 
unexpired period and fixed a lesser sum there 
was a judgment by the Minister, and he (Mr. 
de Valera) was in favour of paying the 
amout for the unexpired. period. 

The Committee stage of the bill was passed. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN asked that the report 
stage of the bill should he taken that evening. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that it was not 
fair to rush the report stage in that way, 
and he wanted time to consider amendments 
on the report stage. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo) said that, 
while he was not generally in favour of rush- 
ing such matters, the circumstances were cx- 
ceptional. The main points of the bill had 
been discussed, and he would like to know 
the nature of the amendments. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he required 
time to consider the matter. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN then moved that the 
report stage be taken forthwith. 

The motion that the report stage be taken 
was carried on a division by seventy-nine 
votes to forty-four. : 5 

The motion that the report stage pass and 
the bill be received “for final consideration 
was carried on a division by eighty votes to 
forty-four. 

The fifth stage was fixed for to-day.

Mr. LITTLE F.F., Waterford), said he 
understood that very considerable savings 
could be made in the Custams and Excise Ser- 
vice Department.

Mr. WOLFE (Independent, Cork, W.). 
vigorously condemned. the methods of income 
tax collectors, which he described as ‘“‘ black- 
mailing’’ methods, in that they threatened 
to send to jail men who could not pay income 
tax, in the hope of shaming their relatives 
into paying their debts. 

The results of the present system were 
disastrous to income tax collection. People 
in Ireland had money invested in England, 
and would transfer it to Ireland but for the 
excessive zeal of the income tax authorities 
here. If the Minister for Finance could 
only realise the loss to the revenue 
because of the methods of the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue, he would be the first to 
put an end to it. 


£1,000 A YEAR SALARIES. 
Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.). asked the 


Minister to explain why forty-six persons in 
this department were drawing salaries of over 
£1,000 a year, and why £187,000 was being 
paid away to officials in ‘‘ cost-of-living ”’ 
bonuses. | 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that complaints were being made about 
delay in the settlement of claims for re- 
payment. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, denied 
that there was any diabolical zeal, as had 
been suggested, in the efforts of the Revenue 
officers to secure payments. It was no ad- 
vantage to any officer to try to obtain what 
was not due. He was on a certain scale of 
salary, and gote no benefit for getting addi- 
tional revenue. 

Concerning the men getting £1,000 per 
year, 1b was necessary to have men of great 
ability for the positions, and they had to deal 
with work in the courts. 

It was necessary, however, that there 
should be a strong supervisory staff to deal 
with all the problems that might arise. 

The vote was passed.

Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minister “for 
Education, moved a supplementary vote of 
£500 to provide for scholarships in secondary 
education for students in the Gaeltacht. a 

He said that it was necessary to pro- 
vide this sum for scholarships owing to 
the difhculty experienced in getting can- 
didates to come forward. Even though 
a number of places was reserved, it had 
been found difficult to get the number of 
pupils they wanted from the _Irish- 
speaking districts proper. 

There would be eighteen scholarships each 
year, nine of which would be for girls. He 
thought that the ultimate cost of the free 
education of these boys and girls, together 
with a certain amount for expenses and 
equipment, would be about £5,000. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that it 
was satisfactory that the children’s equip- 
ment should be provided for, as well as free 
education. All the deputies would welcome 
the scheme. 

The vote was agreed to. 


CIVIL AVIATION.

Mr. McGILLIGAN moved for a supple. 
mentary vote of £1,000 for the Irish Aero 
Club, and explained that it was for the pur- 
pose of developing civil aviation in the 
country. The revenue of the club — at pre- 
sent was derived from membership fees, and 
the expenses were heavy. 

Mr. LEMASS alluded to statements made 
in the House by Deputy Esmonde in connec- 
tion with civil aviation, and said that the 
Vote was intended to keep Deputy Esmonde 
out of a difficulty. Was it, he asked, worth 
£1,000 to keep the Deputy there? 

He (Mr. Lemass) wanted to know what 
the attitude of the Government was towards 
civil aviation generally: What was delaying 
civil aviation in the country? They were 
anxious to see it; properly developed under 
native control, otherwise they did not want 
to see any development at all. | 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in replying, said that 
never yet had any scheme of civil aviation 
been put forward that even promised success. 
The schemes were based on extremely large 
subsidies, and he would not look for any 
moneys for them. In regard to the present

FARMERS CALL FOR 
PROTECTION.

Union, a largely attended meeting 
‘was held in the Mansion House yes- 
terday, when the question of a tariff on im- 
ported bacón was fully discussed. Mr. 
Thomas Flinn, Dungarvan, and all the prin- 
cipal farming organisations and _ bacon 
factories in the country were represented. 
The Chairman said that the situation in 
the country at the present time with regard 
to the bacon question was very serious. 
Mr. E. J. Cussen, secretary, Cork Farmers’ 
Union, ‘said that the farmers to-day were 
faced with an awful problem, because, owing 
to the embargo -following the outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease, they were debarred 
from the export market for their live-stock, 
and their home market was restricted by 
reason of the huge imports of foreign and 
inferior bacon, which had almost ousted the 
Irish producers from their own market. It 
was an extraordinary commentary on the 
me itality of the Irish farmers that, though 
they produced bacon, they consumed large 
quautities of bacon produced by their com 
petitors in other countries. 


A NATIONAL INDUSTRY. 


The Minister for Agriculture should be re- 
quested to get the Tariff Commission to con- 
sider the case for a tariff on bacon. He be- 
lieved that in the case of the bacon industry, 
which was a national industry, and war- 
ranted the attention of the Government, the 
Government should itself refer the matter of 
a tariff to the Commission, rather than have 
the application coming from the producers. 

They should, he thought, further ask that 
a prohibitive tari should be imposed on 
‘oreign bacons until such time as the applica- 
tion has been considered by the Commission. 
ahey were not, he continued, only fighting 
international competition, but they had to 
light agaist subsidised competition. A tariff 
was essential if the bacon industry was to 
continue.

resolution to this effect. 


“POSITION DESPERATE,” 

Mr.-D. J. Gorey, T.D., Kilkenny, said’ 
that he was not in favour of that part of 
the resolution which requested the Govern- 
ment to present the case to the Commission. 
the producers and curers should have intelli- 
sence enough to put up their question for 
examination on their own and through their 
own resources. The country was being 
flooded with bacon from Continental countries, 
and the trade was swept out of the hands 
of the Irish producers. For six or seven 
years he had favoured a tariff on bacon, But 
during the past six months an overwhelming 
case could be made for it, and the position 
new was desperate. The Irish farmer was 
competing against countries subsidised and 
conscripted in the production of bacon, and 
lo asked Irish producers and curers to look 
to the future, otherwise they would have to 
close down thei factofies, as they would 
have. nothing to keep them going. 

Mr. P. Belton, proposing as an amendment 
‘‘ that we call upon the Government to place a 
tariff of 40 per cent, on all imported bacon, 
without reference to the Tariff Commission,”’ 
said that he moved the amendment because he 
believed that three paid civil esrvants did not: 
know the business of. the farmers as the 
farmers did themselves. 

Mr. J. F. Medill, Kerry, seconded the 
amendment. Mr. Belton’s amendment was 
lost, and the original resolution was adopted. 

A further resolution, providing that “if 
the Government did not accede to the terms 
of the original resolution within a reasonable 
time, the meeting, through its committee, will 
make separate application to have the case for 
a tariff considered by the Tariff Commission;’’ 
was adopted.

AMENITIFS OF DEBATF. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—In the debate’ on the  beet-sugar 
subsidy the Cecann Comhairie (Deputy 
Michael Hayes), in inviting the Minister for 
Agriculture to report progress—t.e., to 
adjourn the debate and the House-—made the 
following statements, which are extracted 
from the ofticial reccrd (Vol. 39. No. 5) :— 

(1) “ll seems to be a clearly pursued 
policy of the Opposition to prevent a Minister’ 
from making a speech at all.” 

(2) “TH aeputies will examine the official 
reports, they will find that when a Minister 
speaks on a controversial subject he never 
speaks without interruptions.”’ 

The suggestion seems to be that, while the 
Ministers are models of parliamentary 
decorum, the Opposition are a collection of 
disorderly houdlums. As this charge has been 
made on previous occasions by the present 
occupant of the chair, it is desirable that its 
truth should be tested on the basis of the 
evidence he nimself desires produced. 

Vol. 39 (No. 5) is the most recent report 
of the Parliamentary Debates, containing the 
debates for July 8th-10th (inclusive). The 
chief matters therein are the Electricity 
Supply (Amendment) bill, and the beet-sugar 
subsidy. Since the Ceann Comhairle’s rebuke 
arose out of the latter subject, we shall con- 
sider it first. Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, is, with one possible exception, 
the most aggravating occupant of the 
Mimsterial bench. He sets himself out to 
provoke interruptions. ‘I welcome inter- 
ruptions,” he says in column 1975. In the 
debate under consideration he invited trouble 
by flinging across such queries as these :— 
“ Does the deputy contradict it?” (col. 1968). 
‘“What is the deputy’s position? ”’ 

“Does he deny my statement?’’ 
question is, am Í stating the truth?’’ (197C). 
“Does he say that now? Is that the 
truth?’ (1971). 

In the opening of his speech, the Minister 
asserted that the Deputy (de Valera) made a 
purely wrecking speech. It is not surprising 
that, considering the tenour of the Minister's 
speech and his ithosale challenges to retort, 
the Minister during his 54 columns speech 
was interrupted four times by a Labour 
deputy and seventéen times by Fianna Fail 
deputies. The combined interruptions and 
solicited retorts take up exactly fifty lines— 
somewhat less than a column. 

Now for the other side of the picture. On 
the second stage of the Electricity Supply 
(Amendment) Bill, a controversial matter, 
Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, led off in a speech of twenty 
columns (1627-1647). His obvious duty was 
to inform the Dail of the position and justify 
his demand for two millions of money. Seven 
questions, totalling eighteen lines, were put 
to tha Minister by members of the chief 
Opposition party to elicit necessary informa- 
tion on certain points. Deputy Sean Lemass 
(F.F.) followed in a speech of nineteen 
columns (1647-1666). He was interrupted 
without any protest from the chair no less 
than 66 times by Mr. McGilligan, whose 
questions, denials, and contentions take up 
149 lines, or some two and a half columns. 
The contribution made to the debate by 
Deputy Briscoe (F.F.) is reported in columns 
(1667-1691). The Minister, again without any 
protest from the chair, interrupted Mr. 
Briscoe forty-nine times, and his interruptions 
account for 115 lines—equivalent to at least 
two columns. 

On the face of this evidence, so recent and 
blatant that the facts cculd not have escaped 
either the observation or the memorv of the 
Ceann Comhairle, the public will judge how 
far the statements ahove quoted represent a 
halanced estimate of the position.—Yours,

Bellingham’s mace was found to be “ much 
broken and out of order’’ in 1684 and 1697, 
and eventually a new one was made in 1717.

Sm: king was just a habit, and there was no need 
for. it. 

With recard to massage, Wr. Nelson said 
he believed in it to a certain extent, but 
athlete was going to be a martyr fo it, then it 
was mogcle-firing. He did not agree with a lot 
af massage just before taking an athlete out to the 
mark, 

While cross-country runnifie was very good for 
long-distance training, it was easential that a lonz- 
distance man should know his distance. A long 
distance runner could, he a flat-footed ronner and 
still be a “good ‘un’’; brt a ren up to ten miles 
conld be done on the ball of the foot.
